I  am  writing  this  letter  as  a  follow-up  to  my  exit  con- 
ference with  you  and  Mr.  Peppitone,  regarding  the  Town 
of  Carroll  audit  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31, 
1988. 

We  were  pleased  with  the  overall  condition  of  the  Town 
records  and  did  not  encounter  any  major  problems.  However 
I  would  like  to  reiterate  some  of  my  suggestions  dis- 
cussed with  you  to  improve  the  present  system  of  account- 
ing . 

GENERAL  ACCOUNTING  SYSTEM 


The  accounting  system  presently  employed  by  the  Town 
consists  basically  of  cash  receipts  and  disbursement 
ledgers  utilizing  a  one-write  system.   While  the  reports 
being  produced  from  the  present  system  are  adequate  for 
capturing  the  detail  cash  transactions  of  the  Town,  the 
process  appears  very  time  consuming  and  does  not  enable 
the  Town  to  obtain  meaningful  financial  data.   In  order 
to  alleviate  this  weakness,  I  suggest  that  the  Town  con- 
sider the  purchase  and  implementation  of  a  modern  data- 
processing  accounting  system  (EDP). 

There  are  many  potential  benefits  and  applications  of 
electronic  data  processing.   Potential  applications  for 
EDP  in  the  Town  of  Carroll  include: 

-  accounting  and  financial  reporting 

-  budgeting 

-  payroll  preparation  and  employee  records 
maintenance 

-  tax  rolls  maintenance 

-  tax  billings,  and 

-  voter  records  maintenance 
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COMMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  ON  1988  AUDIT  CONTINUED 

DEPOSITS  OF  TAX  COLLECTOR/TOWN  CLERK  RECEIPTS 

The  Tax  Collector/Town  Clerk  receipts  are  presently 
remitted  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  periodic  deposits 
into  the  General  Fund  checking  account.   This  method 
causes  frequent  delays  in  deposits,  due  to  the  unavail- 
ability of  the  Treasurer  and  results  in  loss  of  interest 
revenue  to  the  Town.   I  recommend  that  the  Tax  Collector/ 
Town  Clerk  deposit  monies  directly  into  the  General  Fund 
account  and  provide  the  Treasurer  with  remittance  advice 
slips,  along  with  bank  deposit  receipts.   This  system  wil 
not  only  enable  the  Town  to  earn  interest  on  available 
Town  funds  at  its  earliest,  but  will  also  lessen  the  risk 
of  misplaced  or  lost  funds. 

Finally,  regarding  your  question  on  establishing  a  special 
fund  with  court  fines,  it  is  my  understanding  that  there 
is  nothing  under  the  existing  laws  that  would  allow  a 
town  to  establish  such  a  fund.   However,  there  is  a  pend- 
ing legislation  that  will  allow  towns,  in  the  future,  to 
set  aside  funds  for  special  purposes  through  proper 
warrant  articles  at  town  meetings.   For  details  of  this 
pending  legislation,  I  suggest  that  you  call  the  Depart- 
ment of  Revenue  Administration. 

If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  the  above  matters, 
please  feel  free  to  contact  me. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity,  on  behalf  of  Carri 
Plodzik  Sanderson,  Professional  Association,  to  thank  you 
and  your  staff  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  provided 
to  us  during  the  course  of  our  audit.

Van  for  the  sum  of  $35,000.   However,  in  preparing  the 
specifications  for  the  unit,  it  was  realized  that  an 
additional  $20,000.00  was  needed  to  purchase  the  unit. 
Therefore  there  is  a  Warrant  Article  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  additional  monies  needed.   This  amount  of  money 
will  be  borrowed  on  a  Long  Term  Note  for  four  years. 
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Presently  the  Town  is  working  with  Sanco  to  draw  up  a  lont 
term  contract  for  them  to  accept  solid  waste  from  the 
Town.   We  would  still  maintain  the  transfer  station 
located  at  the  Landfill  area.   Serious  consideration  will 
be  given  to  recycling  and  other  areas  where  costs  can 
be  cut  in  disposing  of  the  solid  waste. 
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The  Selectmen  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
N.H.  Land  Conservation  Group  to  obtain  an  easement  on 
the  fields  owned  by  Harriet  Livingstone.   The  Board  felt 
that  this  easement  was  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town 
to  preserve  the  Scenic  Vista  and  to  preserve  the  rural 
qualities  of  the  Town.   There  is  approximately  53  acres 
of  fields  on  both  sides  of  Route  3  North  involved.   The 
Town's  share  of  the  Easement  Cost  was  donated  by  Mrs. 
Livingstone  with  the  balance  paid  for  by  the  State 
Conservation  Trust. 

The  State  has  mandated  that  the  Town  do  a  perambulation 
of  its  boundaries.   Monies  are  being  asked  for  this  year 
to  do  the  Bethlehem/Carroll  town  line,  with  Bethlehem 
picking  up  half  of  the  cost.   Some  of  the  Town  lines, 
where  they  border  the  National  Eorest,  will  be  walked 
and  marked  by  the  Selectmen  and  volumteers.   The  Board 
is  in  hopes  to  keep  the  cost  down  when  the  remainder  of 
the  lines  are  done. 

The  demand  put  on  the  Fire  Chief,  Gary  Whitcomb,  as 
Building  Inspector  has  increased  to  the  point,  where  it 
has  become  necessary  for  the  town  to  hire  a  professional 
Inspector  that  is  qualified  in  doing  multi-family  dwellings 
and  commercial  buildings.   The  Selectmen  contracted  with 
North  Country  Council,  on  a  trial  bases,  for  their  Build- 
ing Inspector  to  assist  Gary.   The  cost  of  his  service 
will  be  billed  to  the  property  owner. 

The  Selectmen  advertised  for  Bids  to  Revaluate  the  Town. 
The  Contract  was  signed  with  AVITAR.   Work  has  already 
commenced  and  your  1989  Tax  Bill  will  reflect  the  new 
valuation.   The  Board  of  Selectmen  request  that  you  make 
every  effort  to  supply  the  necessary  information  about 
your  property  to  the  Assessors  who  will  be  visiting  your 
property  . 

Finally,  the  Town  has  a  Cemetary  Plot  Plan  for  the  Straw 
Cemetary.   The  Selectmen  will  be  drawing  up  a  set  of  rules 
and  regulations  on  the  Deeding  of  Lots,  as  well  as  setting 
a  price  on  the  purchase  of  lots.

The  Building  Permit  must  be  complete  and  be  accompanied 
with  the  necessary  approvals,  if  necessary,  from  Water 
Supply  and  Pollution  on  the  Septic  System  and  from  the 
State  Energy  Code  Office.   The  Board  of  Selectmen  have 
30  days  to  act  upon  the  application. 

A  Certificate  of  Occupancy  is  required  before  renting, 
leasing,  or  using  a  building  for  which  a  Building  Permit 
was  granted.   There  is  a  charge  for  all  permits,  with 
a  base  charge  of  $5.00  Administrative  Fee  and  a  $10.00 
Fee  for  each  inspection  on  residential  property  and  for 
multi-family  and  commercial  buildings,  inspection  fees 
are  based  on  an  hourly  rate.   The  Selectmen  and  Building 
Inspector  request  a  one  week  notice  on  filing  for  the 
Occupancy  Permit.

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CARROLL  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 
1988 

In  1988  the  Police  Department  responded  to  1198  calls 
for  service,  for  an  average  of  100  calls  a  month.  The 
busiest  month  was  August  with  160  calls  and  the  quietest 
was  October  with  68.   The  department  handled  73  accidents 
which  is  a  25%  increase  from  1987.   The  department  in- 
vestigated 150  criminal  complaints.   The  vast  majority 
of  these  complaints  were  attributed  to  the  area  of  theft 
which  includes,  theft  by  unauthorized  taking,  theft  by 
deception  and  theft  of  services.   The  department  along 
with  New  Hampshire  State  Police  investigated  a  homicide 
on  Lennon  Road,  which  occured  in  April.   When  the  in- 
vestigation was  complete  the  information  was  turned  over 
to  the  Attorney  Generals  Office  which  presented  it  to 
the  Coos  County  Grand  Jury.   The  Grand  Jury  found  no 
cause  for  indictment  and  no  charges  were  brought.   The 
department  also  assisted  State  Police  at  their  request 
during  the  tragic  spring  and  summer  in  Jefferson.   The 
department  assisted  at  every  fire  by  setting  up  road- 
blocks and  gathering  information  for  investigators. 
Finally  the  department  issued  696  summonses  for  various 
violations  of  the  motor  vehicle  laws. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
remind  long  time  residents  and  to  inform  new  arrivals 
of  some  of  the  town  ordinances.   Here  are  some  which 
were  passed  in  1986. 

*There  shall  be  no  alcoholic  beverages  allowed 
on  town  properties  unless  a  permit  therefore 
shall  have  been  obtained  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen . 

*No  dogs  shall  be  allowed  in  the  recreation 
area  property  located  at  the  end  of  Lake  Road. 

*No  ATV  or  OHRV  shall  be  allowed  on  any  town 
properties . 

^Household  and  commercial  rubbish  shall  be 
deposited  at  the  town  landfill  only  on 
designated  days  and  hours  of  operation  as 
posted  at  the  landfill  and  then  only  in  the 
areas  so  designated  for  deposit. 

And  finally  this  ordinance  which  was  passed  in  1975. 

*There  shall  be  no  shooting  or  discharge  of 
any  firearms  at  the  Town  of  Carroll  Landfill 
without  written  permission  from  at  least  one 
selectman  and  the  Chief  of  Police.

The  Recreation  Committee  respectfully  submits  the 
following  annual  report. 

Each  year  the  Recreation  Committee  sponsors  a  number  of 
events.   Following  is  a  summary  of  these  different  events 
held  during  1988. 

FALL  AND  WINTER  MONTHS: 


On  Friday  nights,  during  the  fall  and  winter  months,  we 
have  a  sports  program  at  the  Town  Hall.   The  children 
play  a  sport  the  majority  picks.

Bowling  Is  held  at  Fun  Town,  starting  in  the  spring.  The 
children  bowl  on  teams  and  at  the  end  of  the  program  we 
hold  an  awards  banguet. 

Spring  means  cleaning!   A  clean  up  day  is  held  at  the 
recreation  area.   After  the  winter,  the  area  needs  to  be 
raked  and  the  town  pool  area  cleaned.

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TWIN  MOUNTAIN  AIRPORT 

Airport  Awareness  Day  was  held  at  the  Airport  in  October 
along  with  the  Avaition  Association  of  New  Hampshire 
Annual  Fly-In.   With  the  assistance  of  many  Association 
Pilots,  many  State  Representatives,  Senators  and  other 
dignataries  were  flown  in.   Over  100  persons  were  in 
attendance  to  enjoy  the  program  and  activities  of  the  day. 

The  purpose  of  the  Airport  Awareness  Days,  is  to  educate 
our  State  Officials  on  what  Airports  are  all  about,  their 
needs  and  how  they  serve  their  respective  communities 
as  well  as  how  they  fit  into  the  States'  Airway  System 
Plan.   Through  this  "Awareness"  program,  legislation  is 
being  proposed  to  address  the  needs  and  protection  of  the 
Airports  in  the  State. 

Last  year  the  Town  received  the  sum  of  $3,030.01  from  the 
State  to  off-set  the  appropriation  made  at  Town  Meeting. 
The  Airport  Fund,  which  this  money  goes  into,  is  admin- 
istered by  the  Town  and  is  spent  on  the  maintenance  and 
improvement  of  the  runway,  taxiways,  runway  lighting  and 
to  cover  the  cost  of  the  operation  of  the  snow  removal 
equipment.   Other  expenses  such  as  the  labor  for  snow- 
plowing,  maintenance  and  repairs  to  the  Terminal  Building, 
electricity,  water,  telephone  and  other  expense  costs 
are  not  charged  to  this  account,  they  are  paid  for  by  us 
as  Airport  Operators.  The  Airport  is  open  to  the  public, 
free  of  charge,  which  is  one  of  the  stipulations  for 
tax  exemption. 

The  Airport  does  generate  business  for  the  Town.  Not  only 
is  it  available  for  use  by  those  who  own  property  in  the 
area,  but  is  used  by  the  Flying  Tourist  who  stay  in  the 
local  Motels,  Cabins,  Campgrounds,  eat  at  the  local 
restaurants  and  shop  at  the  local  stores.   Many  mountain 
climbers  use  the  Airport,  convention  guests  at  the  Mt. 
Washington  Hotel,  skiers  from  Bretton  Woods  Ski  area, 
hunters,  fishermen  and  many  companies  doing  business  in 
the  area. 

Santa  Claus  made  his  annual  appearance  at  the  Airport  on 
the  Sunday  after  Thanksgiving.   He  is  flown  in  from  the 
North  Pole  to  visit  with  the  children.   This  has  turned 
into  a  yearly  event  and  is  enjoyed  by  all  ages. 

The  Military  has  made  use  of  the  local  area  for  their 
training.   We  have  received  many  calls  regarding  their 
night  time  operations.   We  at  the  Airport  have  no  control 
over  this  use.   We  are  not  notified,  nor  are  we  involved 
in  the  activity.   We  have  been  assured  that  all  measures 
of  safety  are  taken  when  performing  these  manuvers.   One 
point  I  would  like  to  bring  up  is  that  these  are  "OUR" 
guys,  "OUR"  Helicopters  and  that  this  training  is  nec- 
essary for  the  men  to  be  prepared  to  do  what  they  are

paid  to  do  and  that  is  defend  this  country  if  the  time 
ever  came  when  it  would  be  necessary  to  do  so. 

Airline  Service  is  still  an  item  that  is  being  worked 
on.   The  area  has  grown  enough  that  it  warrants  a  better 
transportation  system  than  what  the  Bus  can  offer.   A 
feasibility  study  is  being  compiled  by  North  Country 
Council  on  the  matter.   Also,  area  pilots  are  in  support 
of  an  Automatic  Weather  Reporting  System  for  the  Mt. 
Washington  Regional  Airport,  which  will  be  an  enormous 
asset  for  all  pilots,  particularly  in  adverse  weather 
conditions . 

The  Airport  has  always  tried  to  be  a  good  neighbor  and 
an  asset  to  the  community.   We  welcome  all  visitors  and 
hope  if  you  have  any  questions  that  you  will  feel  free 
to  come  to  us.

The  North  Country  Home  Health  Agency,  Inc.  is  a  not-for- 
profit  community  service  Agency  serving  twenty-one  area 
communities.   We  are  celebrating  our  eighteenth  year  of 
providing  care  in  the  North  Country.   The  Agency's 
services  include  intermittant  Skilled  Nursing  Care,  Clinics 
Physical,  Speech  and  Occupational  Therapy,  Homemaker/Home 
Health  Aide  and  Parent-Aide  assistance.   Town  funding  is 
used  to  help  provide  these  services  to  individuals  and 
families  who  do  not  have  insurance  or  who  are  only  able 
to  afford  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  care.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  more  fires 
than  normal.   The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires 
were  again  children,  fires  kindled  without  written  per- 
mission of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden,  and  debris  burning.  All 
causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  you r  help. 


Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with 
forest  fire  prevention.   Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden 
for  more  Information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  Is  the 
responsibility  of  State  Forestry  officials.   Our  state 
has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your 
assistance  Is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state 
timber  harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire 
Warden,  Concord  Forest  Protection  Headquarters  at  (603) 
271-2217,  or  local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  January  1,  1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business 
Practices  Law  (RSA  224:5A)  goes  Into  effect.   This  law. 
In  summary,  states  that  a  person  Is  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor If,  In  the  course  of  buying  or  selling  a  forest 
product,  he  uses  a  false  weight  or  measure  for  falsely 
determining  any  quality  or  quantity  of  a  forest  product.

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LANCASTER  DISTRICT  COURT  JUVENILE  COURT  DIVERSION  PROGRAM 
YEAR-END  REPORT  FOR  1988 


1988  was  an  expecially  busy  and  productive  year  for  the 
Lancaster  District  Court  Juvenile  Diversion  Program.  29 
area  juveniles  were  processed  through  Diversion,  with 
referrals  coming  from  Police  Departments,  in-school  ad- 
ministrators, one  area  school  board,  and  the  District 
Court   Justice.  In  addition,  four  juveniles  were  referred 
to  more  appropriate  services  after  being  brought  to  the 
Diversion  Program's  attention.   The  past  year  was  the 
Program's  busiest  in  its  five  years  of  existence,  a  trend 
being  experienced  by  other  Court  Diversion  Programs 
throughout  the  State,  and  one  that's  likely  to  continue. 

In  an  effort  to  have  first-time  juvenile  offenders  take 
responsibility  for  their  own  actions  and  behavior , Diversion 
Program  Hearing  Committee  Members  discuss  with  a  juvenile 
and  his/her  parents  the  incident  that  brought  the  young 
person  to  the  attention  of  the  Program.   A  contract  is 
then  written  by  the  Diversion  personnel  and  signed  by  the 
youth,  parents,  and  Diversion  Program  holding  the  juvenile 
accountable  for  any  restitution,  reparations  or  other 
action  deemed  suitable  or  appropriate.   Community  service 
work  is  often  part  of  a  young  person's  contract  and  an 
effort  is  made  to  find  suitable,  sensible  community 
service  for  each  juvenile  in  his  or  her  own  town. 

The  Diversion  Program  is  also  the  referral  vehicle  to 
the  D.A.R.T.  Program  (name  being  changed  to  the  Challenge 
Program),  which  is  a  12-hour  small  group  educational  pro- 
gram for  juveniles  experiencing  substance  abuse  problems. 
The  funds  for  establishing  this  program  were  provided  by 
a  grant  from  the  N.H.  Office  of  Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse 
Prevention  in  1988,  and  the  program  will  be  financially 
self-supporting  through  participant  fees.   D.A.R.T./ 
The  Challenge  Program  is  co-facilitated  by  trained  and 
certified  substance  abuse  counselors.   To  date  this  pro- 
gram shows  signs  of  filling  a  true  void  in  working  with 
young  people  in  trouble  because  of  drug  abuse,  either 
personally  or  in-family. 

The  Diversion  Program  is  supported  financially  by  the 
Coos  County  Placement  Prevention  Funds  (allocated  by 
D.C.Y.S.  to  each  County)  and  by  the  seven  towns  it 
serves.   The  appropriation  from  each  town  is  directly 
proportional  to  the  actual  number  of  juveniles,  aged 
10  to  18,  in  the  Lancaster  Court  District  residing  in 
that  town.   These  percentages  in  1988  were:  Lancaster 
36.7%;  Northumberland  20.6%;  Whitefield  IA.2%; 
Jefferson  10.7%;  Dalton  7.5%;  Stark  5.2%;  Carroll  5.1%.

One  principal  reason  for  the  success  of  the  Diversion 
Program  is  the  dedication  and  willingness  of  a  number 
of  volunteers  who  staff  the  Diversion  Hearing  Committees: 
my  thanks  to  them.   Also,  those  who  supervise  community 
service  work  are  essential  to  this  facet  of  the  Program. 
And  certainly  the  cooperation  of  each  Town's  officials 
and  Police  Departments,  the  support  of  the  District  Court 
the  local  school  systems,  and  the  support  of  the  voters 
in  each  of  the  seven  towns  in  the  Court  District  are 
truly  valued  and  appreciated.
